Mexxico City. —With Chil isingo 
destroyed and Aspaulco partly razed, 
and the loss of life problematic, Cen- 
tral Mexico, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from Querato on the north 
to Oaxaca on the south, an area of 
more than 100 square wiles, was 
shaken at an early hour by a series of 
the most severe earthquake . shocks 
felt in the region for the last quarter 
of a century. Reports telling of the 
loss of life are meagre, but the official 
figures thus far given show 14 killéd 
aud more than a score mortally in- 
jured. While word from G. Peyro, an

THE PROBLEM OF ROADS. 

The roads convention at 
Leduc t week, brings to the 
front a subject which interests 
every community in Alberta whe- 
ther urban or rural. Une of the 

realest hardships the pioneer set- 

r of northwestern Oanada has to 
contend inst, is the lack of good 
roads. The very virtue of the land 
as & great crop producer is the rea- 
son for the bad roads. The mellow 
black loam that, with copious sum- 
mer showers, produces phenomenal 
yields of grain, grass and vyege- 
tables is the very worst material 
for road-making, and yet it ie prao- 
tically the only thing available. 
Ever since Manitoba became a 
rovinoe and the North-West Terr- 
ltories were organized, one of the 
greatest problems of each success- 
ive government has been how best 
to improve the roads. Every oon- 
ceivable plan of administration has 
been tried and each in turn de- 
clared a failure. When the central 
government has the matter in hand 
the people complain that someone 
has a political pull and they can- 
not yet their roads improved. 
W ben the local improvement coun- 
cil have control of the funds the 
councillors are blamed for spend 
ing the money on the roads that 
they themselves or their partionlar 
friends were specially interested, 
When local improvement taxes are 
commuted with labor on the roads 
it is charged that many settlers 
simply kill time and cheat the dis 
trict roads out of the honest work 
required to improve them. Wheu 
the taxes are required to be paid in 
oash rather than labor, there is a 
tale of woe that the poor settler 
should be allowed to work out their 
assessment, and that it is not fair 
to import men to dothe work while 
there are many in the district who 
would be glad to have the oppor- 
tunity to work. 

The government that will devise 
a scheme that will be satisfactory 
to all concerned and accomplish 
the end in view—the building of 
good roads throughout the country 
—will be a dandy and worthy of 
office for life.
